This is addressed to the earnest consideration of all | 
those interested in economy and efficiency in government. 


To Fulton County and Atlanta the Democratic Pri- 
mary Wednesday means more than nomination of State 
and local officials. It will determine whether or not the 
County and City are to continue to grow and provide the 
services which citizens demand at a cost they can afford. 

The two questions involved are the Plan of Improve- 
ment and continuation of the County Manager system. 

The Plan of Improvement is nothing more than an 
intelligent method of unscrambling the tangle of dupli- 
cating services now conducted by the City and County. 
It is not at all or in any sense an annexation plan. It 
will relegate to the City the functions traditionally car- 
ried on by cities in Georgia. It will leave to the County 
those functons normally the responsibility of counties. 

It is not a political plan, It was drawn by representa- 
tive citizens of both County and City. Fearful politicians 
who are circulating false stories about taxes and loss 
of jobs are disregarding the facts. In an overwhelming 
majority of cases taxes will be lower. In those few cases 


in which property taxes wil] 


be more than offset by lower water rates and garbage 
collection service. Actually, over the years it is County 
taxes which have gone up while City taxes have re- 
mained stable. This proposed plan should enable both to 
save money—tax money. The plan fully provides for job 
seniority and transfers where necessary. 

It is an appeal to common sense. Do we wish to 
maintain—and pay for—duplicating services from the 
County and City, or do we want a sensible “unscram- 
bling” which will result in lower cost government for all? 

At the last minute, the County Democratic Executive 
Committee decided the County Manager ought to be put 
to another vote, despite approval only three years ago. 
Another vote so soon on the Manager system is nothing 
more than a political maneuver arising from jealousy of 
certain County Commissioners who long have been chaf- 
ing because the County now is operated on a business- 
like basis rather than as a repusitory for political patron- 
age. Some Commissioners now are spe:king again.t the 
Manager publicly, laving great stress cn the $17,500,an- | 
nual salary paid him.

WASHINGTON, June 25—Congressman Paul Brown of 
Georgia, is urging passage of a bill now up for consideration 


before the House Committee 
amend the Federal Deposit 


on Banking and Currency to: 
Insurance Corporation law. | 
Brown, vice chairman of the committee, stated that provi- 


sions of the bill raising individual insurance coverage for 
depositors in insured banks from $5,000 to $10,000 would 
give complete deposit protection to an additional 25,000 of 
Georgia’s 1,400,000 deposit accounts. 


“This additional protection to 
depositors is provided at no cost 
to them,” Brown reported. “It 
should be noted that during the 
16 years that Federal Deposit In- 
surance has been in existence it 
has not cost depositors, the gov- 
ernment, or the taxpayers a cent. 

“With its original capita] repaid 
to the Treasury, FDIC is now a 
mutual insurance fund for the 
benefit of depositors supported en- 
tirely by insured banks. 

“Under provisions of the bill the 
committee is now considering, an 


increase in coverage from $5,000) 
to $10,000 for each depositor will | 
not add greatly to the cost of the. 


insurance. The bill provides for 


a credit.to each insured bank of 
its share of net assessment pay-. 
ments in-one year against its as-| 


sessment obligation the following 
year. 

“This provision would work like 
this: Say a bank pays in $1,000 
in assessments in one year. The 
FDIC during that year has operat- 
ing expenses amounting to $100 of 
that $1,000. Its losses through pro- 
tecting bank deposits add up to 
another $100. That leaves a bal- 
ance of $800. Under terms of the 
bill, 40 per cent of that amount, 
or $320, would be added to the 
surplus of the FDIC and the re- 
mainder—$480—would be credited 
to the bank against its assessment 
obligation for the following year.

Bonds. Adopted policy of purchasing outstanding county 
bonds out of any surplus bond funds raised by taxation in cur- 
rent year over and above amount needed to retire principal and 
interest for that year.

Committee System. Immediately after manager took office, 
Commission voted to abolish “committee system” under which it 
had traditionally operated. The intention of this action was to 
withdraw from administrative field of county government and 
leave supervision of all departments and employees to manager, 
“Committee System.” Aldredge refused committee appointment. 
To return to Committee System: ALDREDGE: Against. DOYAL: 
For. In 1950, Aldredge acting as Chairman on majority vote made 
committee appointments. 


Public Works. (In reorganizing this Department the manag- 
er’s recommendations affected both administration and policy.) 
Manager began reorganization of Public Works Department, larg- 
est single department in County, with budget of more than two 
million dollars and employing some four hundred workers not 
covered under civil service regulations. 

Department was reorganized and new Engineer-Director ap- 
pointed. Weekly department meetings and schedule of work 
were inaugurated. Manager and Commission agreed to abolition 
of traditional public works meetings at which delegations of in- 
dividuals appeared requesting services of Public Works Depart- 
ment, with Commissioners making immediate decisions for or 
against petitioners without estimate of cost or knowledge of 
probability of accomplishment.

At the same time it is believed 
that everything possible must be 
done to keep the outbreak in Ko- 
rea from spreading beyond that 
country. 

Accordingly, President Truman, 
who had kept in touch with Sec- 
retary Acheson by telephone, de- 
cided to return to Washington at 
once, even though he had, a short 
time before, said he regarded the 
situation as “serious,” but not 
“alarming.” He had intended to 
remain at his home in Independ- 
ence, Mo., until Monday morning. 

The meetings that began in the 
State Department shortly after’ 
Saturday midnight were secret, 
with newsmen receiving no offi- 
cial reports. However, close 
sources were certain the North 
Korean attack was being viewed 
as a test of the countries, includ- 
ing the United States, that are 
standing up against Communist 
expansion. 

In such a light, the march 
across the north-south Korean 
border would appear similar to the 
attacks that Hitler used to make— 
to feel out the opposition. 

Some students of Soviet policy 
were disposed to view the North 
Korean attack on South Korea as 
a companion movement to the 
massing of Bulgarian troops on 
the Yugoslav frontier. 

But the move in Korea has in- 
clined them to think Moscow de- 
termined to make a simultaneous 
test of the reaction of the United 
States toward aggression in Asia 
and Europe in an attempt to dis- 
cover where that reaction would 
be the softer. 

Observers reported no evidence, 
however, of Communist plans to 
take military action on any broad 
international scale, and officials 
were most careful not to discuss 
the Korean outbreak as the begin-, 
ning of a third world war, There 
appeared to be the widest disposi- 
tion to follow Mr. Truman's plea, 
as he boarded his plane in Kan- 
sas City, not to regard the situa- 
tion as too “alarming.” 

However, it could not be over- 
looked completely that the last 
world war is generally thought 
to have started not with the actual 
declarations, but with early in- 
cidents that did not seem earth- 
shaking at the time. 

Whether the Japanese and Hit- 
lerite Germany could have been 
stopped short of war by firmer op- 
position in the early tests of 
strength is a matter of historical 
dispute. 

However, there appears to be 
general disposition here to regard 
the present Korean _ situation, 
whether it is “alarming” or not, 
as an occasion for firmness. 

The consensus of official think- | 
ing appears to be that the United 
States is in a healthy position to 
treat the situation firmly. Under 
the present foreign military aid 
program, Congress has authorized 
$10,000,000 worth of arms for 
Korea. 

Some quarters held tht the Com- 
munists were staging their attack 
at this time, because they had 
learned shipments of America 
arms were on the way, and d 
cided they would have an easier 
time gaining control of South 
Korea, long an objective, now than 
later. 

South Korea, it was noted, is 
getting, in addition to military aid, 
a total of $60,000,000 in economic.

School Population Likely 


To Increase 


by 7,500,000 


WASHINGTON, June 25—(AP)—The National Educa- 
tion Association said Sunday the nation-wide shortage of 
teachers and classrooms is going to get worse unless “some- 


thing drastic” is done. 


It figures school population will | 


increase more than one fourth in 
10 vears. 

The most serious need is high- 
er salaries, the association said in 
its annual report to the public. 

Willard E. Givens, executive 
secretary,. told reporters that 


teachers should get at least $2,700 


a year at the start, ranging up at 
least to $5,000 a vear—much more 
than is currently paid. 

He said also that the associa- 
tion wants a single salary sched- 
ule for teachers, regardless of 
whether thev teach in elemen- 
tary, junior high or senior high 
school. 


“We are convinced that if there | 


has to be any selection between 


good and poor teachers, we want. 


our good teachers in the first, 
second and third grades,” Givens 
Said. 

“If there is to be any differ- 
ence in salary for persons with 
the same training, equal ability 
and equal experience, the higher 
salary should be in grades one to 
three.” 

Givens said there is a need for 
spending at least $10,000.000,000 
on school buildings over the next 
10 years. This means that the 
present construction rate should 
be more than doubled, he said.

Perry. the greatest Briton of them all .. . and 
Grant, the amazing acrobat who preserved himself for posterity 
— the giants like his Civil War namesake took Rich-

It ‘was much too late, but Grant took another giant Saturday, 

under an equatorial sun into which only mad dogs and Englishmen 
and a few Georgians would venture for tennis, or love, or money. 
Perry had rolled our Peachtree kid both times they played in 
36, in the semifinals at Wimbledon and in the. same stage at 
Forest Hills. The Britisher was at the top of his game in those 
days, just before cashing in his chips as a professional. 

While Perry has gone his monied way, Grant has played out 
the amateur string. His game has maintained its freshness, and 
Saturday, though Perry was the cordial host who erred more 
than he would have in an entire Summer at peak, Bitsy won 
as he always has. He scrambled and skidded and chopped and 
smashed. He gave the ball a brain of its own. 

It was simply hard to believe. as Thad Horton put it, that neither 
of the exhibitionists could stay on the court with the new genera- 
tion of players. Perry and Grant have paid their dues to the 
passing years, but not so exorbitantly that it could be perceived 
by the naked and untrained eye. What they gave me Saturday 
could not have been matched by any of the current young bucks 
you care to name, in sentimental charge, at least.

What may have been the first fighting 
_ of the third world war got under way in 
‘ Korea yesterday. 
Fifty thousand Russian-trained North 
Korean troops invaded the Republic of 
» South Korea in what Secretary of Defense 
‘Johnson has correctly labelled an act of 
Soviet aggression. 
The Communist invasion of South 
* Korea, characteristically made without 
* warning, may well be the prelude of Rus- 
- sian plans for a major offensive to drive 
the U. S. from all of Asia and much of the 
Pacific. Korea is of prime importancé 
. strategically. With it in Communist hands, 
‘an attack on Formosa would inevitably 
* follow. The result might well be the isola- 
; tion of Japan, absolutely essential to Rus- 
‘ sian hopes for world domination. Korea is 
but 120 miles from the island of Japan and 
General MacArthur’s occupation forces.

If every school system in Georgia bond- 
ed itself to the legal limit for construction 


of new, buildings, $80,000,000 to $100» | 


000,000 additional still would be required 
to to provide minimum building needs of 
the schools. — 

Therein lies the significance of Attor- 
ney General Cook’s ruling last week that 
school boards in Georgia may lease build- 
ings constructed bv private investors. Un- 
der the plan, the schoo) board would pay 
annual rental on the mivately built struc- 
ture, with title passing to the school] board 
when the agreed-upon sum had been paid. 

Georgi« thus in many cases will be able 
to obtain school buildings without capital 
investment. 

Mr. Cook’s ruling holds that rental can 
be paid out of operating and maintenance 
funds, making new taxes unnecessary for 
such a venture. © 
While no wave of private school con- 
struction can be expected to result, school 
officials believe the legal clearing of the 
way will relieve the situation in many 
communities. It likely will be particularly 
helpful in erecting smaller schools. 

Besides Union County, in which private 
investors have offered to replace burned 
school buildings—the County being unable 
to do so because it already has reached its 
debt limit—similar offers have occurred in 
other communities. 

The Minimum Foundation Program, 
which both leading gubernatorial candi- 
dates have promised to finance, calls for 
$5,000,000 annually on school construction. 
At this rate, though, meny, many years 
would be required before all Georgia 
schools would have adequate buildings. 
And by that time it would be necessary 
to start all over. 

Regardless of what course the State 
adopts, or what local communities are able 
to do, private construction now can be ex- 
pected to alleviate acute situations in many 
communities of the State. For that reason 
it will prove helpful to the schools. °

Our 
stake in Korea is far greater than it was 
in China. The Korean Republic was spon- 
sored by us. We have a military advisory 
mission of over 500 there now. And if we 
fail to resist this outrageous attack to 
overrun it, we might es well be ready to 
write off Formosa and perhaps the greater 
part of Asia as well. 


At any rate, the fighting which got 
under way yesterday in Korea may well 
involve the world before it is over.

The PSC, the Law 
And the Trolley Strike 


During the trolley strike we had a good 
bit to say concerning the laws and regula- 
tions governing public utilities and the 
utter lack of any laws regarding labor em- 
ployed by them. 


Despite editorials in this connection, as 
well as frequent mention of the fact in 
news stories, The Constitution received a 
great many letters demanding that the 
Public Service Commission “do something” 
to end the strike. 


There was, of course, nothing the Pub- 
lic Service Commission could do. The Com- 
mission op?rates under the law. Its regu- 
lations must conform to the law. There 
is no law empowering the Commission to 
take any action whatever regarding a 
strike against a public utility. 


There ought to be. As Atlantans have 
just seen, labor unions can abolish a public 
service just as effectively as can the own- 
ers or managers. 


But the authority ot the Public Service 
Commissicn is limited to seeing that ‘the 
public receives satisfactory service at no 
higher rate than will yield the owners a 
reasonable profit. 


Actually, the Georgia Public Service 
Commission repeatedly indicated during 
the strike it was willing to do anything it 
could to help matters along. But it could 
not, under the law, intervene officially. 
We think Chairman Matt McWhorter and 
the other Commissioners are to be com- 
mended for their willingness to help. They 
were in a difficult positian simply because 
many people misunderstand the functions 
of their office 


The tact that the strike now is settled 
does not lessen the responsibility of the 
next session of the General Assembly for 
placing labor unions in public utility in- 
dustries ander equal regulation with man- 
agement. The utilitv cannot legally refuse 
to provide service. There is no reason why 
unions should be allowed to disrupt service 
with impunity.

Not only is he an investigator extraordinary, with more 
pipelines than all the oil companies put together, and a press 
agent with a flair for the dramatic, the like of which even 
Hollywood has seldom seen, but also he is now revealea as 
one of the nation’s highest paid writers. 


Yessir, Senator McCarthy, who apparently has a penchant for 
articles as well as fiction, is reported to have received ten thou- 
sand dollars for a 9,000-word article he wrote some time ago for 
a Lustron Corporation pamphlet. This is better than a dollar a 
word and a very good price on any market, words being one 
commodity of which there is never a scarcity.

Strangely enough, it appears to have brought on more repercus- 
sions among Democrats than in Mr. Dewey’s own party. 


The immediate effect of his announcement has been twofold. 
First, it has greatly increased Democratic prospects of recapturing 
the Governorship of the most populous State in the Union, and, 
second, it has tended to throw the contest over the Democratie 
nomination wide open. 


So long as Dewey remained a possible candidate to succeed 
himself the clamor over the Democratic nomination was not so 
great. He had proved himself such a vote getter in New York 
that not many Democrats were able to challenge him. But now 
that he has removed himself from the race a mad scramble ap- 


pears to be in the making. 
FDR Jr. Prior to the announcement Representative Frank- 
? lin D. Roosevelt, Jr., first of the sons of the late 
war President to be elected to public office, had virtually been 
agreed upon by New York Democrats as the candidate to be 
chosen to take on Dewey. He was thought to have had a better 
chance of defeating the popular Republican Governor than anyone 
else the party had to offer. 


With Dewey out of the way, however, party leaders may feel 
that it is no longer necessary to put up young Roosevelt, who 
proved his mettle last year by gaining a decisive upset victory over 
Tammany Hall in the contest over a Congressional vacancy in 
New York City. Up until a few weeks ago the nomination ap- 
peared to be in the bag for FDR, Jr. Now it is conceded that 
most anything could happen. Some of the older heads in the 
party State organization are said to be prepared to press their point 
that young Roosevelt, now in his middle thirties, can afford to 
wait a few years before trying for the Governorship. 


Big Jim Farley, the superb generalissimo of the Democratic 
national organization during the first two terms of the Roosevelt 
Administration, has shown signs of being interested in the guber- 
natorial nomination since Dewey eliminated himself. He may 
make a fight for the prize, though his candidacy is vigorously op- 
posed by New Deal elements of the party because of his break with 
President Roosevelt over the third term issue. 


. ° Another name that is blossoming forth as a 
Fitzpatrick _ possible rival of Representative Roosevelt is 
Paul E. Fitzpatrick, Democratic State chairman. Also being men- 
tioned are State Supreme Court Justice Ferdinand Pecora and 
Associate Justice of the United States Supreme Court Robert H. 
Jackson, both of whom have long been credited with aspirations 
to be Governor of New York. There are several others who may 
be looked upon as potential candidates, if the contest does de- 
velop to be a wide open affair. 


New York is one of the few States that selects its candidates 
by the convention system rather than primaries. Both major 
parties will hold conventions for this purpose in September, hence 
no formal announcements are usually made. The maneuvering 
goes on under cover. 


The Republican problem posed by Governor Dewey’s formal 
withdrawal appears to be simple in contrast with the commotion 
raised among Democrats. Lieut. Governor Joe R. Hanley seems 
to have lined things up for the nomination pretty well already. His 
choice was virtually assured when a group of influential leaders 
in the Dewey organization came out for him immediately after 
the Governor’s announcement. Now in his seventy-fourth year, 
Hanley is regarded by Democrats as an easy opponent to beat in 
view of the resurgence of party sentiment in the Empire State as 
shown by the election of Senator Herbert Lehman in the special 
election last year. 


Boon to Demos But regardless of who the Republicans 

name, Democratic hopes are definitely on 
the upswing as a result of Dewey’s self effacement. He has shown 
himself to be a formidable candidate in the past and there was no 
assurance of recapturing contro] at Albany if he had seen fit to 
run again. Republican leaders themselves realized that Dewey was 
their best bet and sought to persuade him to seek a third term. 
But the Governor evidently meant what he said when he an- 
nounced his retirement from active politics after his second defeat 
for the Presidency in 1948. 


It promises to be a new deal in New York politics whatever 
happens in November. The Dewey regime which has held sway 
for the past eight years will pass on to make room for another, 
whether it be Democratic or Republican. The Democrats think 
the tide is running in their favor, which explains the scramble now 
getting under way over the nomination.

Lausche Put on the Spot 


WASHINGTON+When President Truman asked Democratic Governors, as- 
sembled here for a luncheon with him, for their help in electing a Dempcratic Con- 
gress in November, there was one Governor present who must have had a momem- 
tary feeling of embarrassment. This would seem at least justifiable supposition 
about bushy-haired Frank Lausche of Ohio. He had attracted considerable pub- 

‘ licity earlier this week when he told newspapermen, at the Governors’ Confer- 
ence at White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., that he hadn’t decided whether he would vote for the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Senator in Ohio, State Auditor Ferguson, or for Senator Robert A. Taft who, 
it is well known, is No. 1 target for President Truman, the Democrats and their labor allies. 


He had prefaced this announcement by de- 
scribing Mr. Ferguson as “a good and fearless 
auditor”—-which provoked a loud guffaw from 
his hard-boiled newspaper audience there—and 
Senator Taft as “a forthright and fearless pub- 
lic official” and wound up by saying that his 
vote would be guided by the best interests of the 
nation. 


This sort of uncertainty, in the midst of 
a hot campaign, approaches political heresy, 
and it startled Democrats here in the high 
command and in his home state. Mr. Tru- 
man, only three hours before the luncheon 
had given a fairly good idea of how he re- 
gards such an attitude. 


While he had a brusque “no comment”. when 


_ asked at his own regular press conference about 


the Ohio Governor’s statement, he added in the 
same breath that, he had no doubt Ohio would 
elect a Democratic senator. When asked how 
he would vote if he voted in Ohio, he replied, 
that he would vote the straight Democratic ticket. 


The Ohio Governor was naturally the center 
of interest for newspapermen who milled about 
the hotel room where the luncheon was held— 
a private affair to which they were ‘Shot ad- 
mitted—and he was pursued as he came and went, 
the “star” of the occasion. When asked if he 
had shaken hands with the President, he replied, 
slightly annoyed: 

“Of course—the President is most delightful 
and pleasant.” 

There was no reference at the luncheon to the 
Ohio incident. 

The Governor has become the private hero of 
Republicans who, of course, cannot be too kind 
publicly, because they have a candidate of their 
own for governor against Mr. Lausche, who is 
running for re-election. He has been the bene- 
ficiary of al] sorts of praise for his “courage and

independence” from some quarters, just as was 
Jimmy Byrnes, of South Carolina, former high 
Roosevelt and Truman administration official, 
when he began to attack the Truman program. 


This is all well and good, but sceptics, who 
have watched the Governor’s political career, 
have some ideas of their own. They ask, in the 
first place, why it is that Joe Ferguson, who is 
not an outstanding figure, is the candidate against 
Senator Taft? It is because Governor Lausche, 
who was regarded as the strongest candidate, 
refused requests from party leaders that he run 
against the Senator who is, indeed, a formidable 
opponent. 


There is not too warm a feeling in the 
Democratic high command toward Governor 
Lausche because of his refusal to go along 
for the party’s sake and, as party men often 
are expected to do, to take on a hard jobina 
tough year. 


Frank Lausche has always played a lone hand 
in politics, and thus far successfully. He ran 
on his own in 1944, with little help from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the national ticket, and car- 
ried the state while Mr.. Roosevelt lost it. It was 
only at the eleventh hour that he raised a hand 
finally in 1948 for Harry Truman, who seemed 
to have no choice. The President barely scraped 
through in Ohio, thanks to the farm vote, while 
Governor Lausche won by 221,000. 


There may be some clue in the report that 
the Ohio Governor feels that conservative re- 
action is setting in and, since he has been a good 
weather prophet before, perhaps the most impor- 
tant thing out of this Ohio episode is informa- 
tion for the dopesters that it’s best to string along 
with Senator Taft in Ohio and take the cue for 
other hot spots from that.

And, to get down to brass tenets, I see no way of nailing down 
their loyalty unless you first nail down the loyalty of the 900,000 
underpaid teachers who are shaping their minds. 

Your quick answer, I imagine, is that you agree with this line 
of reasoning—but you’re wondering why I address myself to you 
rather than the proper municipal, State and Federal officials. 
Well, for three good reasons, sir. First, you’ve demonstrated that 
you have a lot more vision than the average politico; second, you 
and the gents you represent have a much greater stake in free 
enterprise than said politico and, third, you’re a heap more com- 
petent in getting a thing done, once you're convinced it ought to 
be done. 

But enough of the butter—let’s get back to the bread. To 
begin with how sure am I that the problem I’ve raised is a problem? 
Well, let me put it this way: I’m not saying that the average 
teacher is underloyal because he’s underpaid—actually, surveys 
show he’s at least as leary of the lefty loudmouths as the next solid 
citizen. At the same time, however, it stands to reason that the 
pedagogue who kas to fill up on potatoes several times a week will 
find it harder to get het up about “our way of life” than a General 
Motors mechanic with a convertible in his garage and a couple 
of thousand bucks in the bank. 

The Commies, of course, know this and are doing their darned- 
est to tack on the “R” that stands for “Red” to the three tradi- 
tional “R’s.”

Cattle Raising 
On the Delta 


CUMBERLAND ISLAND—I seem to be go- 
ing in for letters these days but they are so 
interesting there is no helping it. Today I heard 

Lect, from Seward Mills, a farmer of the Delta in 
Mississippi. He came over to our farm a few weeks ago to dis- 
cuss fescue for Mississippi and to propose a system of cattle and 
seed-raising for his section. 

His own farm which normally plants 7,000 acres of cotton 
has been cut down about 10 percent in acreage. This reduced acre- 
age Mr. Mills wants to put in Kentucky 31 fescué grass. Inci- 
dentally, he uses 25 tractors and three mechanical cotton pickers 
for the hancling of his cotton crop. i 


: The unique thing about the Mills plan is that 
Winter Only he will raise cattle only in the Winter time. 
The heat is so intense in Summer and the insects are so bad, Mr. 
Mills believes it is almost a waste of time to work with cattle at 
that time. Then, too, the farm is busy with its enormous cotton 
crop. Another item is that the farm capital is tied up in cotton 
from Spring ‘til Fall. 

On the contrary, the Winters are mild, the farm’s capital is 
available for other uses, the personne! is not too busy. His ques- 
tions are, “Will fescue grow there? Will it add a pound of meat 
per day to beef cattle of good breeding? Will it make seed if cattle 
are taken off the pastures on April 1?” In other words, can we 
buy good steers in September, sel] them April 1 at a profit, and 
let the fescue grass mature seed for gathering in June? 

I believe he can. So does Mr. Mills. Fes- 


Kicked Upstairs cue grass loves water and nitrogen. They 


have both on the Mills plantation. 

Here are a few quotes from his letter, “While our climate, soil, 
temperature and rainfall are different from your locality, the prin- 
ciples involved in a pasture program such as yours apply to us 
and, in fact, all farmers. This great cotton-growing area is, to 
my way of thinking, being ‘kicked UPSTAIRS.’ I think time will 
show that these fundamental changes in our planted acreage will 
in the long run inure to our Jasting benefit. 

“We will never be rid of our farming worries, but at least we 
will have a-new set of them and when they are spread out thin, 
none will be so vitally important.” 

Fescue grass makes the system possible, for it comes through 
the Fall drouth and is ready for grazing when the frosts settle down.

The Czechoslovaks have, if possible, out- 
done other satellites in the violence of anti- 
American and afti-Western propaganda and 
of measures against the United States em- 

-bassy since Viliam Siroky became foreign 
minister on March 14. 


The immediate questions facing United States 
diplomats are: 

Is Czechoslovakia’s Communist government 
trying by a series of calculated affronts to force 
the United States and perhaps other nations to 
break off relations? Granting that there is every 
indication that this is the case should the United 
States allow itself to be provoked as in Bulgaria? 


Here is one diplomat’s view 


Diplomatic missions behind the iron curtain 
are nearly valueless either as observation posts 
or as means of exerting influences. The isolation 
of foreigners confines diplomats to reading the lo~- 
cal press and over each other’s shoulders. To 
maintain diplomatic posts in these countries is to 
expose Western diplomats to further insults dam- 
aging to Western prestige. : 


It would be better to break off relations 
than to submit te being kicked around. The 
United States should declare the satellites 
are manifestly no longer sovereign countries 
and that if any business is to be done with 
them the United States will do it through 
the Seviet Union.

For Czechoslovakia was a Western-oriented, industrial parliamentary democracy—the first of 


to co-ordinate it with simultaneous action by the 
British and French and, if possible, by the smaller 
Western countries. They are confronted by a con- 
certed Communist campaign against the West in 
the satellite area and can strike back most ef- 
fectively together. ; 

There are others who would go farther. Break- 
ing off diplomatic relations, they observe, is a 
mere gesture. It becomes meaningful only if eco- 
nomic relations are also severed. Even if others 
would not co-operate the United States could 
seriously disrupt Czechoslovak trade by closing 
the Bavarian-Czechoslovak frontier. Most Czech- 
a trade with the West goes over that fron- 

er. 

In 1950 this economic weapon is still effec- 
tive because Czechoslovakia still needs trade with 
the West. But with every passing month it be- 
comes less so, as Czechoslovakia is progressively 
integrated into the autarchic East European eco- 
nomic system and economic dependence on the 
West is reduced. 

The problem of refugees from iron curtain 
countries, too, is similar to the problem of Jewish 
refugees who escaped the Nazis. The moral obli- 
gation to them is the same. According to good 
estimates, there are at least 30,000 genuine po- 
litical refugees from Czechoslovakia alone: The In- 
ternational Refugee Organization is closing down

quately cared for, employed or provided emigra- 


tion possibilities. 


In the past two months a score of Czechoslo- 
vaks who vegetated miserably and hopelessly for 
many months in Germany have returned and 
thrown themselves on the mercy of Communist 
authorities.

In Local Battle 


When you have stood, one of 55 ma- 
rines to take a suicide defensive against 5,000 armed Japs 
and know you are but expendable pawns to delay the en- 
— you begin to know something of the courage of free 


When it has been your galling duty to become the first Ma- 
rine in American history to lower Old Glory in surrender to an 
aggressor, you begin to know how much you love your country. 

When you have watched the surviving comrades of that bit- 
ter day, existing in a degrading Japanese prison, starving and 
dying and sweating out the news of final victory, you come to 
understand the value of life and freedom. 

Such knowledge bolsters you in later days when, safe and 
comfortable in a peaceful community, your friends warn you 
against a race for a local county office because “politics is 
a dirty business. You should not get into it.” 

Col. Don Spicer, candidate for County Commissioner, was one 
of the historic 135 Men of Guam who faced the gory Nips in 
their first flush of victory, four days after the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. 

No artillery, no planes, no ships were at hand for the little 
knot of men. They were plainly a suicide band. Their duty had 
been delineated days before; their orders were not tod hold the 
island at all, only to demolish stores when the inevitable attack 
would come. 

Almost four years later, when Col. Spicer and the surviving 
Marines were released from prison camp at Roku Roshi, Japan, 
he received a citation from James Forrestal, Secretary of the 
Navy. Naturally it said nothing about bravery under fire, heroism, 
or taking full garrisons single-handed. It said simply, “For ex- 
cellent service .. . despite seemingly insurmountable difficulties 
imposed by the Japanese ... for his untiring energy, initiative 
and concern for the welfare of his comrades ... his conduct was 
A keeping with the highest traditions of the United States Naval 

rvice.” 

A Commendation Ribbon, a Bronze Star, dozens of grateful 
postwar visits from wives and youngsters and parents of the 
prisoners of war interned with him bring only the comment from 
their Executive Officer: “It wasn’t anything at all. It was only 
what any man would have tried to do.” 

Now in his late 50’s, the vigorous Marine officer has been 
retired after 32 years in the service, and he and his family have 
chosen to spend the rest of their lives in Atlanta. 

Fulfilling an old promise to himself to settle down as a pri- 
vate citizen and work for his community, Col. Spicer has an- 
nounced as a candidate for tke office of County Commissioner. 

He is quick to say he has and will have no business com- 
mitments that will benefit by his election, and to remind friends 
ag retirement benefits are adequate to support him and his 
amily.

Make-Up Corrects 


Facial Unbalance 


Says Sandy: “My face doesn’t match!” 

She’s right, of course. No one’s does. There’s a 
noticeable difference between the right and left sides of 
any one’s face, as you've undoubtedly discovered for 


yourself. 


However, make-up can per- 
form as neat a balance as an 
expert accountant. 

In Sandy’s case, the main dif- 
ference was in her lipline. The 
left side of her upper lip is 
quite a bit longer than the right, 
its normal curve much slighter. 
The left nostril is larger and 
longer than the right, which 
gives her nose a slightly lop- 
sided appearance. Actually, 
there was nothing wrong that 
the proper shaping of her mouth 
couldn’t cure. 

She had been using a lipstick 
brush, we found, but her method 
of using it was entirely wrong. 
Sandy had been working from 
the upper points of her lips, 
out and down to the corners of 
her mouth. With such a down- 
ward stroke, it was only natural 
that she turned the corners of 
her lips down, giving her mouth 
a droopy, sulky look. 

In the photograph on this 
page, you see Sandy as she 
learns the proper technique. 

Removing every trace of the 
old lipstick with cleansing cream 
we then took a black eyebrow 
pencil and outlined the left half 
of upper lip, starting at the 
outside corner and sweeping the 
line up to the natural points. 
Because the cupid’s bow she 
had been wearing gave her 
mouth a pinched look, and only 
served to emphasize the varia- 
tion of the two sides. we made 
only the slightest indentation at 
the curved point. 

Working on the right side, we 


stroked the black line just a 
fraction of an inch under the 
normal lipline, lengthening it to 
match the left. This achieved 
a baldnced look and actually 
seemed to straighten both her 
mouth and nose. 


Why the black pencil, she 
wanted to know? We explained 
that since the hand is more 
accustomed to holding a pencil 
than it is a brush, it is easier 
to make a smooth; steady line 
with a pencil. Then too the 
outline is so pronounced it is 
easier to see just what effect 
you are accomplishing. The pen- 
cil wipes off easily, of course, 
withecream and tissue. 

In @utlining the lower lip, we 
extended the line from corner 
to corner, as far as possible, so 
that it would match the upper 
lip in length. The bottom lip 
line was drawn quite full, with 
the black strokes outlining the 
extreme edges of the lips. 


Sandy then took her own lip- 
stick brush and filled in the out- 


jine. We had her study it care- 


fully for several minutes, then 
remove both pencil line and lip- 
stick and try to duplicate the 
shape we had drawn for her. 


She tried first with her brush, 
but since her hand wobbled, we 
let her try the sharp pencil. 
Her second attempt was more 
successful and by the third, she 
was shaping her lips like an 
expert.

e blood sugar lowers. So the question is what causes 


blood sugar to drop? There is increasing evidence that the kind of food eaten and the 


distribution of the day’s calories have considerable 


energy supply. 
For example, when most of 
s food is eaten at one 


eries are stored as body fat, 
rather than transformed into 
energy. To make matters 
worse, they tend to be stored 
largely on the stomach .. . 
but we'll get to that later. . 


The truth is, the food pattern 
that fits the time schedule of 
modern living fails to meet en- 
ergy requirements satisfactorily. 
Analyzed, it is easy to see why. 
The popular time-saving break- 
fast of toast, jelly and coffee 
throws sugar into an empty 
stomach. The carbohydrates 
(sugar and starches) get into the 
blood stream quickly, giving a 
sudden spurt of energy and a 
temporary glow. But that break- 
fast does not sustain energy for 
the morning’s work, because the 
blood sugar falls and energy with 
it. 

Experiments have shown that 
on a black coffee only breakfast, 
the blood sugar falls below the 
fasting level before lunchtime. 
This can result not only in that 
tired feeling, but in headaches, 


'backaches and general dreari- 


ness. 

Naturally then, along about 1! 
in the morning our overweight 
feels “weak and all gone” and 
urgently in need of sustenance. 
This leads to the habit-forming, 
mid-morning pickup, doughnuts 
and coffee ... which brings an- 


other temporary rise in energy. . 


That pickup takes the edge 
off the appetite, so lunch is 
apt to be a sketchy affair with 
a resultant drop in blood sugar 
about the middle of the after- 
noon. Then our tired over- 
weight takes a snack—‘“just a 
little something to tide her 
over until the evening meal.” 
By dinner time she has that 
“beat” feeling and to get a 
lift, overeats. 


After the meal she’s ready to 
relax in the nearest easy chair. 
The extra calories, eaten at din- 
ner but not used for energy fol- 
lowing dinner, will go to make 
body fat. And where will this 
fat be stored? Largely on the 
stomach and waistline because 
the circulation is so slowed up 
that the excess nutrients don’t 
get beyond the nearest spot. It’s 
something to think about.

Proving Value 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


In discussing the subject of 
measles, my object is not to 
make anyone apprehensive 
about the childhood disease, 
which has been very prevalent 
this Spring, but because measles 
is usually widespread, and at 
time-intervals reaches certain 
peaks. So, I believe it will be a 
great help to mothers if I pass 
on to them the information I 
have gathered. 

The fact that there is now a 
very successful preventive or 
modifying serum is the encour- 
aging angle of this article. 

A child may have a light, me- 
dium, or severe case of measles. 
It is, however, a disease that 
requires good nursing, and 
watchfulness about after-effects. 
There may be none, or there 
may be a slight deafness, for 
instance: or, much more grave, 
the complication of bronchial 
pneumonia. 

The child with a so-called 
typical case of measles can be a 
very sick child—without being 
at all in a critical condition. 
Temperatures can run and re- 
main as high as 10§. There is 
usually a cough—varying in 
severity. There is often nausea 
and so no desire for food. The 
doctor must be in touch with 
the young patient. 

When a child has been ex- 
posed, the mother should take 
him at once to the doctor for an 
injection of the serum which 
has proven so satisfactory. Let 
me give you the particulars con- 
The serum is called 
Immune Globulin. It is a human 
serum. While it is called a pro- 
tective or modifying agent 
against measles, there has been 
a very large percentage of pre- 
vention: if not, the case that 
develops is very light. 

This serum is, of course, given 
with a hypodermic syringe. It is 
used only after known exposure. 
As soon after as possible is best, 
but it can be given within the 
first six days after (that is, dur- 
ing the early part of the incu- 
bation period). One injection is 
what is usually given and the 
average charge is around $6, I 
am told.

Examine Husband First 


If Marriage 


Seems Sterile 


I feel quite indebted to your common sense column, 


writes a reader. 


After taking iodin ration as you suggest 


in your pamphlet about iodine deficiency, and eating wheat 
in place of refined white flour as you suggest in your 
pamphlet Wheat to Eat, for only a few months I am happy 


to find I am pregnant. 

How was that again?’ 

You see, I had been trying to 
become pregnant for nearly 
three years. We were beginning 
to fear that our marriage was 
to be a barren one. You may 
say what you will about old A. 
J. Coincidence, but we give your 
fine advice all the credit. (Mrs. 
L. B. ., 

No, I’m relaxed and at ease, 
now that your husband has 

turned up, so I'll say nothing 
about old A. J. All I need say 
is that if the iodin ration and the 
wheat do you no good, at any 
rate they can do no harm. 

On written request, accom- 
panied with stamped self-ad- 
dressed envelope, any reader 
may have a copy of either 
pamphlet—The Iodin Ration or 
Wheat to Eat. If you ask for 
both pamphiets inclose ten cents 
in coin. 

The reader says or implies 
that conception did not occur 
until nearly three years after 
marriage.

In every case the kind, 
therefore, it is the husband’s 
duty to be examined by his phy- 
sician first. By microscopic 
the physician can determine 
whether the husband is fertile. 
If he isn’t, if the test shows he 


worse than useless for the 
te underge any kind of treat- 


ment. 
If the microscopic test gives 
evidence that the husband is fer- 


tile, then it is in order for the 
wife to seek medical examina- 
tion and advice or treatthent for 
any remediable impediment the 
physician finds present. 

The notion that a suitable 
daily ratior of iodine may have 
contributed to the reader’s hap- 
piness is by no means fantastic. 
People who get insufficoent 
iodine, in food or water, to 
maintain normal metabolism, 
are likely to be low in vitality 
and correction of their nutri- 
tional deficiency may restore 
lost vitality. 

On the same basis there have 
been several scientific reports 
in recent medical literature of 
apparent increase in fertility or 
cure of sterility from a year of 
basic health diet—reducing diet 
—such as that outlined in The 
7 Keys to Vite—for this booklet 
send twenty-five cents and 
stamped self-addressed en- 
velope. This applies to either 
or both husband and/or wife. 
Not any reducing diet, but only 
one that improves nutrition.

The pass is sometimes a far 
more risky procedure than the 
election to bid. When the defender 
who is last to speak decides to 
pass and permit the opposition to 
play the hand, he may incur a 
severe loss if the adverse contract 
is fulfilled, especially when it hap- 

ns to be a slam. Whereas, a de- 
iberate overbid with intent to 
take a sacrifice may be far less 
expensive. However, we hope this 
utterance will not be constfued as 
an attempt to encourage intemper- 
ance in the matter of sacrifice bid- 
ding. There is nothing quite so 
humiliating as incurring such a 
loss only to be greeted by a 
patronizing observation from the 
enemy, “I guess we couldn't have 
made ours.” 

South opened with one heart 
and West chose to overcall with 
one spade.
